AN ORDINANCE, 
Го INCORPORATE GREAT SALT LAKE CINY 
Passed by the General Assembly of the State of Deseret, Jin Oh, ts I 


sec 1 Ве it ordamed by the General Assembly ol the 
State of Deseret That all that district of country embraced in 
the following boundaries, to wit,—bezinmng at the south eas. 
corner of the Church Pasture, about half a mile north of the 
Hot Spring, thence west to the west bank of the Jordan iver, 
thence south, up the west bank thereof, to а point in sud bank. 
directly west fiom the south-west corner of the five ame lots, 
south of said city; thence east to the aforesaid south-west сог по 
of said five acre lots, and along the south hne thereot, thence 
cast to the base of the mountains; thence directly noith to a 
point directly east of the south-east corner of the Church Pas- 
ture; thence west to the place of beginning; méluding the pic- 
“еті surveys of said City, shall be known and designated as 
Great Salt Lake City; and the inhabitants thereof, әле hereby 
constituted a body corporate and politic, by the name aforesaid,

and shall have perpetual suecession, and may have, and use a 
common seal, which they may change and alter at pleasure. 

Sec 2 The inhabitants of said City, by the name and style 
aforesaid, shall hase power to sue and be sued; to plead and be 
impleaded, defend and be defended; m all courts of law and 
equity, and in all actions whatsoever, to purchase, receive, and 
hold property, real and personal, in said City; to purchase, 1e- 
ебіуе, and hold real property beyond the City, for burying 
-rounds, or other pablie purposes, for the use оі the inhab.tants 
of said City, to sell, lease. convey, or dispose of property, real 
and personal, for the benefit of said City, to immove and pro- 
tect such property, and to do all other things im ielation thereto.

Sec З There shall be a City Council, to consist ot a Mayor. 
sour Aldermen, and nine Counselors, who shall have the quali- 
f,cauions of clectors of said City, and shall be chosen by the 
qualified voters thereof, and shall hold their offices for two yeas, 
ind until their successors shall be elected and qualified. The 
(ity Council shall judge ot the qualifications, elections, and re- 
mens of then own members, and а majority of them shall form 
4 quorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn from 
day to day, and compel the attendance ot absent members, un- 
der such penalties as may be prescribed Бу ordinance 

Sec. 4. The Mayo, Aldermen, and Counselors, betore en- 
‘ering upon the duties of their offices, shall take and subscribe 
an oath or affi mation, that they will support the Constitution of 
the Umted States, and of this State; and that they will well and 
ашу perform the duties of their offices, to the best of their skill 
and abilities 

Sec 5. On the first Monday of March next, and every two 
years thereafter on said day, an election shall be held to: the 
election of one Mayor, four Aldermen, and nine Counselors; 
and at the first election under this ordinance, three Judges shall 
һе chosen, viva voce, by the electors present The said Judges 
shall choose two Clerks; and the Judges and Clerks, before en- 
tering upon their duties, shall take and subscribe an oath or 
affirmation, such as is now required by law to be taken by 
by Judges and Clerks ef other elections; and at all subsequent 
elections, the necessary number of Judges and Clerks shall be 
appointed by the City Council. At the first election so held, the 
polls shall be opened at mne o'clock a. m., and closed at six 
o'elock p. m. Аб the close of the polls, the votes shall be count- 
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ed, and a statement thereof proclaimed at the front door of the 
house at which said election shall be held; and the Clerks shall 
leave with each person elected, or at his usual place of residence, 
within five days after the election, a written notice of his elec- 
tion, and each person so notified, shall within ten days after the 
election, take the oath or affirmation herein before mentioned; a 
certificate of which oath shall be deposited with the Recorder, 
whose appointment 1з hereinafter provided for, and be by him 
preserved. And all subsequent elections shall be held, conduct- 
ed, and returns thereof made, as may be provided for by ordi- 
nance of the City Council. 

Sec. 0. All free white male inhabitants of the age of eigh- 
teen years who are entitled to vote for State officers, and who 
shall have been actual residents of said City, sixty days next 
preceding said election, shall be entitled to vote for City offi- 
cers 

See 7. Тіе City Council shall have authority to levy and 
collect taxes for City purposes, upon all taxable property, real 
and personal, within the limits or the City, not exceeding one 
half per cent per annum, upon the assessed value thereof; and 
may enforce the payment ot the same in any manner to be pio- 
vided by ordinance, not repugnant to the Constitution of the 
United States, or of this State. 

See. 8. The City Council shall have power to appoint a Re- 
corder, Treasurer, Ássessor and Collector; Marshal and Super- 
visor of Streets. They shall also have the power to appoint all 
such other officers, by ordinance, as may be necessary, define 
the duties of all City officers, and remove them from office at 
pleasure.

Sec. 29, To°provide for and regulate the inspection of to- 
bacco, and of beef, pork, flour, meal; also beer, and whiskey, 
brandy, and all other spirituous or fermented liquors. 

To regulate the weight. quality, ‘and‘price of bread, 
sold and used in the City. - 

Sec. 31. To provide for taking the enumeration of the inha- 
bitants o£ the City. i 

Sec. 32. То fix the compensation of all City officers; and 
regulate the fees of jurors, witnesses, aid others, for services 
rendered, under this, or any City ordinance. `` 1 
V Sec. 88. The City Council shall have exclusive power within 
the City by ordinance, to license, regulate, suppress, or restrain 
billiard tables, and from' ore to twenty pin alleys; and’ every 
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other description of gaming or gambling. 

See. 84. Тһе City Council shall have exclusive power within 
the City by ordinance, to license, regulate, or restrain, the keep- 
ing of feries, and toll bridges; to regulate the police of thc 
. City; to impose fines, forfeitures, and penalties, for the breach of 
“алу ordinance; and provide for the recovery of such fines and 
forfeitures; and the enforcement of such,penalties, and to pass 
such ordinances as may be necessary and pioper for carrying 
into effect and execution, the powers specified in this ordinance, 
provided such ordinances are not repugnant to the Constitution 
of the United States, or of this State. 

Sec. 85. All ordinances passed by the City Council, shall, 
within one month after they shall have been passed, be published 
in some newspaper, printed in said City, or certified copies thereof, 
be posted up in three of the most public places in the City. 

ec. 86. АП ordinances of the City may be proven by the 
seal of the corporation; and when printed or published in book 
or pamphlet form, purporting to be printed or published by the 
authority of the corporation; the same shall be received in evi- 
dence in all courts, or places, without further proof. 

Sec. 87. The Mayor and Aldermen, shal! be conservators 01 
the peace within the limits of the City, and shall have all the 
powers of Justices of the Peace theiein, both in civil and ermi- 
nal cases, arising under the laws of the State. They shall, as 
Justices of the Peace, within the limits of said City. perform 
the same duties, be governed by the same laws, give the same 
bonds and securities, as other Justices of the Peace, and be 
commissioned as Justices of the Peace, in and for said City by 
the Governo. ` , 

Sec. 38, The Mayor and Aldermen shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction in all cases, arising under the ordinances of the 
corporation, and shall issue such process as may be necessary to 
carry said ordinances into execution and effect. Appeals may be 
Һа; гот any decision or judgment of said Mayor or Aldermen, 
arising under the ordinances of said-City. to the Municipal Court 
under such regulations, as may be presented by ordinance; which 
Cowit shall be composed of the Mayor, as Chief Justice, and the 
Aldermen as Associate Justices; and from the final judgment of 
the Municipal Court, to the Probate Court of Great ‘Salt Lake 

ounty, in the’ same manner as appeals are tiken, from 
Justices of the Peace; provided the parties litigant shall have a 
right to v trial by a jury of twelve men, in all cases before the 
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Municipal Court. The Municipal Court shall have power to 
grant writs of Habeas Corpus, and try the samé, in all cages 
arising under the ordinances of the City Council. Че 

Sec. 89. "The Municipal Court may sit on the first Monday of 
every month, and the City Council, at such times and places, as 
may be prescribed by City ordinance; special meetings of, which 
may at any time be called by the Mayor or any two Aldernien. 

Sec. 40. All process issued by the Mayor, Aldermen, or Mu- 
nicipal Court, shall be directed to the Marshal; and in the execu- 
tion thereof, ho shall be governed by the same laws, as are or 
may be prescribed for the direction and compensation of. gonsta- 
bles m similar.cases. The Marshal shall also perform such other 
duties as may be required of him under the ordinances of said 
City; and shall be the principal ministerial officer. an 

Sec. 41. Itshall be the duty of the Recorder to make ‘and, 
keep accurate records of all ordinances, made by the City Coun- 
cil, and of all their proceedings in their corporate capacity; 
which record shall аб all times be open to the inspection of the 
electors of said City, and shall perform all other duties, as may 
be required of him by the ordinances of the City Council, and 
shall serve as Clerk of the Municipal Court. | 

бес. 42. When it shall be. necessary to take private property 
for opening, widening, or altering any public street, lane, avenue, 
or alley, the corporation shall make'a just compensation there- 
for, to the person whose property is so taken; and if the amount 
of such compensation cannot be agreed upon, the Mayor shall

-men, who shall be inhabitants of the City.

" Passed by the Governor and Legislauve Assembly of the T ernitory of Utah, 
June 4th, 1853, 

Sec. 1. Ве it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Ав- 
sembly of the Territory of Utah: "That all Incorporated Cities 
which have organized, and are acting under their respective 
charters, are hereby authorized annually to assess, collect and 
een the necessary tax for Roads, Streets, Schools and other 
public purposes, and regulate and contro] the same within said 
City Incorporations: `- 

See. 2., The inhabitants-of-said Incorporated, Cities shall be 
exempt from all other assessments’ for Road and School purposes, 
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except on such property as they may possess outside of city 
boundaries. ЕЕ 

Sec, З. The City Countil of the several Incorporated Cities, 
respectively, are hereby authorized to regulate and control the 
live trees and shrubbery, and the water courses.and water privi- 
leges in their incorporations, and so far as шау Bé necessary, 
the water courses leading thereto in the immediate vicinity thereof. 

Sec. 4. Nothing herein shall be so construed as to effect or ` 
infringe upon any tax assessed, or authorized by any enactment 
of the Governor aud Legislative Assembly. . 

Sec. 5. All laws, and parts of Jaws, not consistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed.
